A notable feature of the work of the societies is
the amount of money devoted annually to eduea-
tion and to charity, It appears that the founders
of the original assoeiations aimed at mutual help-
fulness in every direction, and from the first -adopt-
ed rules devoting 214 per eent of all profits to edu-
eational and charitable uses. These rules have been
maintained unbroken, and as a consequence the
union devoted last year 78499 pounds sterling to
education and 45,649 pounds sterling to charity, At
the present time there are about 800 centers where
eo-operative eduneational fands are being adminis-
tered by committees numbering altogether about

10,000 persoms.

The address of Secretary Shaw at the semi-cen-
tennial eelebration of the founding of the republican
party will prove interesting reading, especially in

the politieal situation from the viewpoint of a re-
publican. He attributes the phenomenal success of
the party to the opportune assistance of democrats,
who deserted their party at eritical times and made
republican sueccess possible.

and the links which bound them to co-operators®in
other lands had to be strengthened.’’

That is certainly an ambitious platform, but the
great successes of the past justify the hopes of those
who expeet greater things in the future, Certainly
there is nothing impracticable in the plans outlined,
and almost the whole program may be carried out
in a comparatively few years by the force which
seems fo be inherent in earnest eo-operative en.
deavor.
